Charges Cabinet With Hampering 
Work of the Board of 
Commerce 

The recent resignation of 
Murdock, labor cormzmiss 
board of commerce, has t 
ject of considerable comment, 
the publication of Mr. Murdock’ 
sons for severi 
the board afford reat deal of 
enlightenment. In the course of a 
lengthy letter he has explained very 
clearly why it became impossible for 
him to continue to act. The follow- 
ing excerpts from Mr. Murdock’s let- 
ter to the Premier are of particular 
interest: 

“That the majority of the cabinet, 
of which you are the honored leader, 
are not and never have been in sym- 
pathy with the provisions and intent 
of the Board of Commerce and of 
the Combines and Fair Prices act. 

“That your advisers only recom- 
mended to parliament the passage of 
these acts as the result of temporary 
alarm, incident to the Winnipeg 
strike and other strenuous demon- 
Strations during which the people de- 
manded some means of controlling 
profiteers, 

“That as soon as the Board of Com- 
merce act and the Combines and Fair 
Prices act were made law by the par- 
liament of Canada honorable gentle- 
men prominent in the councils of Can- 
ada and members of your cabinet at 
once began to undertake to minimize 
to as great an extent as possible, 
what they believed to be the unnec- 
essary and unfair provisions of these 
two acts when applied to the busines- 
ées of those for whom these honora- 
ble gentlemen had first regard. 

“That the chairman appointed by 
your government to. the Board of 
Commerce was regarded by certain 
interests as being safe and sane in 
conserving to Canadian manufactur 
ers and other large financial and bus- 
iness interests the generally unre 
stricted leeway heretofore enjoyed 
by such interests in the taking of 
profits, determined alone by the so- 
called market price and governed by 
supply and demand, and that he was 
in full sympathy ‘with high prices and 
against low prices,’ as he stateg in his 
letter to Sir George Foster of Feb- 
tuary 23rd.

“There is reason to believe that sue 
gar is not the only commodity is 
which speculation to the detriment of 
the consumer has taken place. With 
a proper staff a board of commerce 
can undertake to check or largely re 
duce speculation in necessaries of life, 

“Without a Board of Commerce the 
public has no organization to watch 
and protect its interests, while on the 
other side there is the most complete 
Organization and cross-organizat’onj 
manufacturers’ associations, whole- 
sale associations, retail associations, 
packers’ associations, and hundreds of 
other associations. The public, un- 
oiganized as the sands by the seas, 
require a protector against the super 
organization of modern business, 

“In connection with your sugges- 
tion that I continue as a commis- 
sioner of the Board of Commerce ua- 
til the decision of the privy council, 
I feel that the people need and are 
entitled to some results now. The 
light should be let in. I believe your 
cabinet will devise some means to 
prevent the Board of Commerce func- 
tioning even should the privy council 
give a favorable decision. My con- 
science will not permit me to become 
a high-salaried time-server.”
